SAIGON (AP) - The Inter­ 
national 
Commission 
of 
Control 
and 
Supervision 
unanimously agreed today to 
investigate 
Viet 
Cong 
charges that U S 
planes 
attacked 
Communis t 
territory in South Vietnam in 
violation of the cease-fire 
agreement. 
The United States denied 
the charges in advance of the 
meeting today of the commis­ 
sion 
The South Vietnamese also 
made charges, claiming that 
50.000 North 
Vietnamese 
troops had moved into the 
South in the first 
thr’ee 
months of the ceasefire, 
along with 400 tanks and 300 
artillery pieces. 
Meanwhile, a spokesman 
lor 
the 
four-nation 
in­ 
ternational 
com mission 
reported that three 105mm 
artillery shells smashed into 
one of its field headquarters 
at Ben Cat. 25 miles north of 
Saigon. Sunday night. The 
main headquarters building 
was heavily damaged, but 
there were no casualties. The 
spokesman said an investiga­ 
tion would be made to deter­ 
mine who did the shooting.

Girl Prisoner Works 
’ 
But Can ’f Accept Dates 


TALLAHASSEE. Fla 
AP) 
. Viructive Van Harlee. a 
clerical assistant at 
the 
Florida Capitol, must say no 
every time she is asked for a 
date 
"I tell them I ’m still the 
property of the state.” said 
the 22-year-old brunette. 
Each night. Miss Harlee 
must return to a State 
Corrections 
Department 
house where she and nine 
other women live as they 
serve the 
last months of 
prison sentences. 
She and two other women in 
the work release program are 
employ ed by the state Educa­ 
tion 
Department. 
Miss 
Harlee 
is 
responsible 
for 
keeping track of 
the 
450 
education 
bills 
in 
the 
legislature 
She says she never tries to 
hide or advertise her prison 
status. "I feel more at ease 
and they do. too. if I joke 
about it with the secretaries 
in the office who know about 
it.” 
Her sentence, like that of 
most of the other women she 
lives with, was a result of the 
drug culture. 
She was selling drugs to 
support a heroin habit when 
arrested in St. Petersburg. 
An arrest in 
1970 led to 
probation, and the second 
time she was sentenced to 15 
months. She is due for release 
July 1. 
Miss Harlee spent the first 
11 months of her sentence in 
L o w e l l 
C o r r e c t i o n a l 
Institution and is thankful for 
the transition period. 
"It would be hard just to 


walk out after being locked 
up 15 months,” she said 
The women live in a rented 
house in a residential section 
of Tallahassee, do their own 
cooking and cleaning and 
"somewhat make the rules,” 
said Rini Bartlett, an ad­ 
ministrative assistant in the 
corrections department who 
lives with the women and 
three counselors 
The work release women 
are allowed to check out in 
groups to go shopping. "They 
do their own thing ... with 
guidance,” said Miss Bar 
tlett. 
The women can walk any 
where for lunch, hut they 
must get permission from 
Miss Bartlett to get into a car 
They must get the same 
pay as others in a similar job 
From their paychecks, they 
give the state $3 a day, get $20 
a week to spend and bank the 
rest. 
"I never had a checking ac 
count before," said Miss Har­ 
lee. "I couldn’t save I was 
just spending my money on 
drugs.” 
H o w a r d 
F r i e d m a n , 
executive assistant 
to the 
education commissioner and 
Miss Harlee’s supervisor, 
said he has had no problems 
with the program and many 
people in the office do not 
know Miss Harlee’s status. 
And 
Education 
Com­ 
missioner Floyd Christian is 
so sold on the program that 
he added a third work release 
employe last week to his 
department’s staff. It is the 
only 
cabinet-level 
de­ 
partment using the program

The Tin Goose is one of two

Ford 
trimotor

dating back to the 19 20s which 
ply the island rou te sev eral 
times a day —deliv ering mail, 
giv ing tou rists a postcard 
ex perience and bringing 
island stu dents to a central 
school. 
The ‘‘Shortest Airline in the 
World” is owned by Ralph 
'Dietrick , 
who 
bou ght the 
operation in 19 53. The Tin 
Goose, he admitted, is what 
prompted the sale. 
The lu mbering old planes 
all 
hav e 
passed 
on 
to 
mu seu ms or collectors now— 
ex cept the two owned by 
Dietrick , he said. 
Airline serv ice in America 
was fou nded on the trimotor. 
Bu t the plane was declared 
obsolete before what Dietrick 
considers to be its time. 
F a ste r, m ore com fortable 
planes hit the mark et. 
The Tin Goose is in no dan­ 
ger of becoming obsolete on 
Lak e Erie, Dietrick said. 
“ We can get any thing in 
it,” he said. “ Pipe, 4-by -l2 
s h e e t s 
o f 
ply wood.. .any th ing ' 
Wild sheep and goats roam 
Rattlesnak e Island, a tiny dot 
Of la nd 
o ff 
Middle Bass 
Isla nd, a nd there’s been talk

Tin Goose. 
“ Althou gh I don’t k now,”

tiny central aisle. There are 
no pretensions aboard a Tin 
Goose—baggage is stack ed 
by the rear door, and dogs

v ibrations. , 
The cabin is u ninsu lated, 
and the sou nd of the engines 
drowns ou t any attempt at 
conv ersation. The pilot sits in 
a 
slightly 
raised 
cock pit, 
v isible to the passengers, and 
prov ides an athletic spectacle 
almost eq u al to the v iew of 
the mainland slipping away 
u nderneath. 
“ I t’s a 
job,” 
D ietrick 
pu ffed, reaching behind his 
seat with one hand to tu rn a 
crank -trim at the same time 
he lev eled the steering wheel 
back and forth hu rriedly . 
Bu t tak eoffs and landings 
seem almost feather smooth 
in the old craft, and Dietrick 
praided the airworthiness of 
the design.

In the winter-time, when 
Lak e Erie freezes, the ferries 
top ru nning and the tou rists 
go back home. 
Then the 
islands’ residents hav e no 
other choice bu t to fly . 
The Tin Goose brings a doc­ 
tor arou nd the islands on a 
week ly hou se call flight, and 
special telephone lines are 
av ailable 
to 
su m m on 
emergency flights in the case 
of seriou s illnesses. 
High School su dents on the 
smaller islands catch the Tin 
Goose as a school bu s to mak e 
classes at Pu t-in-Bay High 
School on Sou th Bass Island 
Mrs. George Brown of Lak e­ 
side, who teaches at an ele­ 
mentary school on Middle 
Bass 
Island 
each 
day , 
depends on the airline. 
The Tin Goose also serv es 
as 
a 
hearse. 
D ietrick 
remembers one 
passenger 
who chose to wait for a later 
flight rather than join a coffin 
and a party of mou rners 
aboard the tri-moter.

Milwau k ee; Teamsters and 
constru ction work ers were 
ou t in u pstate New York 
k eeping thou sands ou t

w ork ; the big feeder airlipe, 
Ozark , which flies in the hu ge 
region between the piv ot of 
St. Lou is and on to New York , 
had been paraly zed for week s 
by a mechanics stoppage and 
scores of other stoppages 
were hu rting across cou ntry . 
And while Pete Brennan 
was talk ing glowingly of Mr. 
N ix on’s cam paign for a 
strik eless society , that v ery 
minu te thou sands of ru bber 
work ers were walk ing ou t of 
sev en B. F. Goodrich Co. 
ru bber plants in six states. 
That brok e the spell.

We were told by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals they felt 
they were right ev en thou gh 
the men who form u lated 
zoning in Perry Township, we 
are told, told them they were 
wrong. The Board of Appeals 
told

if 
we were no t 
satisfied to tak e it to the 
Common Pleas Cou rt. In good 
faith and on their recom­ 
mendation we did tak e it to 
the Common Pleas Cou rt and 
here are the resu lts: 


Ju dge Bettis’ decision was 
clear. In the entry , he stated: 
After hearing, the Cou rt finds 
from the record that the final 
order, 
adju dication 
and 
decision of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals of Perry Town­ 
ship, Colu m biana Cou nty , 
was in error, and that same is 
rev ersed. 


The Cou rt fu rther finds: In 
order to establish u niformity 
and to comply with the intent 
of the zoning regu lations, 
a ll 
priv ate residences shall be 
set back in accordance with 
the residences in the im­ 
mediate neighborhood. 


Cou rt condlu ding: In all 
other respects, the zoning 
regu lations shall remain in 
fu ll force and effect. 
As Ju dge Bettis observ ed, 
ev ery one k nows the front o f 
his hou se. 


Hav ing gone to the Cou rt in 
good faith at their su ggestion 
and prov en them wrong, this 
Board now appears to be 
more determined than ev er to 
k eep this hou se wrong, with 
u tter disregard for zoning or 
the Cou rt. The Zoning Board 
of Appeals u nder the ad­ 
v isem ent of 
Prosecu ting 
Attorney Joseph Barronzzi, 
has 
not 
corrected 
the 
situ ation. 


A pu blic hearing will be 
held Wednesday night at 8 :30 
at the Perry Township hall by 
the Perry Township zoning 
board of appeals. The pu blic 
shou ld come ou t and attend 
and find ou t why the zoning 
board 
persists 
in doing 
nothing. A cou rt-adm itted 
wrong shou ld be corrected.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I want to 
know what happens when one 
takes 
vitamin 
E 
and 
estrogen. Does the vitamin 
destroy the estrogen or the 
estrogen 
destroy

vitamin? Also, what'happens 
when one takes the pill longer 
than she should without 
stopping for a period. 


Dear Header — I am not 
favorably impressed with the 
general use of vitamin E for 
treating a large variety of 
medical illnesses, neither are 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration 
or 
the 
American Medical 
Assn. 
However, in moderate doses 
it is not harmful and in a few 
problems it has value. It will 
not affect estrogen, nor will 
the 
estrogen 
affect 
the 
vitamin E. 


Common birth control pills 
contain substances that have 
the same action as natural 
female hormones. During 
p reg n an cy 
in creased 
amounts of female hormones 
are formed in the body to 
prevent 
another 
ovulatory 
cycle. This 
principle was 
used to develop the birth 
control pill. If you take the 
pill continuously, it is similar 
to being pregnant. During 
pregnancy you have a long 
nine-month period of high 
levels of the female hor­ 
mones. This is essential to 
maintain 
the pregnancy.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I'm 15 
years old, 5’2” , and weigh 98 
pounds! 
(Female.) 
I ’m 
a 
vegetarian. I eat no meat at 
all and 1 don't eat am type of 
seafood and very seldom do 1 
eat eggs. My diet consists of 
vegetables, fruits, candy and 
other sweets. I only stopped 
eating meat about a year ago. 
And I take no type of protein* 
I take B complex, A. D, E and 
multiple vitamins. 
I often get tired and feel 
depressed. So would you 
please tell me what to do to 
stay healthy and to gain 
weight. 
P S. I just love your column 
and some day I w ish I could 
become a doctor like you! 
Dear Reader — I am not 
surprised you feel tired from 
the description of your diet. It 
is unlikely that you are get­ 
ting all the different types of 
protein you need. Most vege­ 
tables do not contain com­ 
plete proteins. That means 
that the different types of 
amino acids that make up the 
proteins in the foods you eat 
do not include all of the essen­ 
tial amino acids that should 
be included in the diet. Now . 
it is true that if you use a 
mixed variety of incomplete 
proteins then you might get 
all of the essential amino 
acids in the diet, but this re­ 
quires some particular at­ 
tention. 
The foods that contain 
complete proteins are the 
meats, eggs, milk and, in 
short, animal protein. Most 
vegetarians think that milk is 
all right. You can stay on a 
vegetarian diet and use milk 
and milk products such as 
cottage cheese. Soybeans and 
other nature bean seeds are 
nearly complete proteins but 
you need to eat a sufficient 
amount of those to meet a 
growi ng 
in d iv id u a l’s 
biological needs. 
One 
can 
have 
mood 
changes anyway irrespective 
of the diet. But I would feel a 
lot better about your situation 
if you would at least include 
an abundant amount of milk 
or cottage cheese in your diet.

“ Margaret’s a great player 
and a great sport. But in this 
kind of contest, you know, 
battle of the sexes, match of 
the century, talkathon and all 
that, she was out of her 
depth.” 
Riggs started his “ attack” 
Sunday with a bouquet of 
roses for his opponent on 
Mother’s Day. “ Do you think 
this will soften her up?” he 
asked. 
Then, against the slashing 
shots of the 30-year-old Mrs. 
Court, a rangy Australian at 
the peak of her career, Riggs, 
the 1939 Wimbledtfn cham­ 
pion.

The spring migration north 
of waterfow l is in full swing. I 
have watched them for the 
last two or three weeks. Last 
Saturday however I shot a 
full roll of film hoping to 
capture a few strangers to the 
area. I have seen so far, 
mallards, pintails, bluebills, 
teal, woodducks, geese, some 
baldpate, canvasbacks and a 
few others. 


In my opinion wild ducks 
are perhaps the most thrilling 
sight I can look at, simply 
because they exemplify the 
true spirit of wildness. This, 
my friends, is a way of life 
that is slowly disappearing. I 
for one, want to get as much 
of it on film as possible, I 
guess to look at when I get 
old. 
Some of the local private 
lakes arc producing trout. 
Talked to a tew anglers last 
week 
that 
had 
success. 
Cheese bait as well as live 
bait 
and 
spinners 
will 
produce. 
Heard rumors that a few 
northern pike have been 
taken at Guilford. Last year 
spinners did the job, I suspect 
the same story prevails this 
time. Try the causeway on 
the northside of the lake, or 
the shallows at the far west 
end. This time of year they 
are in shallow water. 


Highlandtown Lake should 
produce some 
fine 
bass 
specimens this year. Many of 
the bass in that lake should be 
in the five-pound class. In 
addition, perch, crappies, 
cats, bluegills, and perhaps a 
muskie or two will have some 
real 
size. 
Actually 
I ’ve 
neglected this lake for too 
long while knowing it should 
be 
and 
can 
be 
a 
real 
producer. I like to fish for big 


bass, and they should be big 
there by now. 
Beaver Creek is still a fine 
smallmouth stream. It won’t 
he if we continue to allow 
pollution to run into it. The 
lower part of the stream 
down 
near 
Sprucevale, 
Beaver Creek State Park, 
and on south east are the 
better parts of the stream. In 
the next month or so the 
fishing there will be at its 
best. 
April and May should be 
the two best fishing months of 
the year. More lunkers, and 
probably actual quantities of 
fish are taken during this 
period than at any other time. 
Fish feed heavy after the long 
cold winter, then come close 
to shore to spawn once the 
water warms satisfactorily. 
During this period they are 
most 
vulnerable 
to 
the 
angler. Once they return to 
deeper waters after spawning 
or once the water becomes 
uncomfortably warm, they 
are much more difficult to 
catch. Fish April and May for 
perhaps your best chance of 
filling 
the 
stringer. 
Don’t 
keep more than you intend to 
eat or freeze for a later meal. 
Some anglers keep the fish 
then end up throwing them 
away. That’s a waste and a 
crime. 
Hope to fish a lot in the next 
6 months, and if my luck 
holds out, catch a few big 
ones. Perhaps I ’ll see some of 
you around some of our lakes 
enjoying America’s favorite 
sport, “ Fishing” .
